The 2014 World Series-winning 
San Francisco Giants certainly had 
its share of remarkably clutch and 

unforgettable moments 


A dream postseason for the Giants would feature dashing defense 
along the lines of Willie Mays' catch of Vic Wertz's tremendous drive 
in the 1954 World Series opener, It would include a home run bearing 
the impact approximating Bobby Thomson's celebrated 1951 clout that 
settled the playoff against the Dodgers. And it would be ennobled by 
pitching that recalled the skill of Christy Mathewson, who subdued the 
Philadelphia Athletics with three shutouts in the 1905 Fall Classic, 


This combination of circumstances unfolded again in 2014 when the 
ants outlasted Kansas City in seven games to win their third World 

Series in five years. San Francisco relied on memorable plays from 

multiple players to earn consideration as a dynastic franchise, 


"You could run your finger up and down the roster and it would stop 
on the name of a guy who helped us win a big game right-hander 
Ryan Vogelsong said, 


A gold star could go to Joe Panik, the rookie second baseman whose 
diving fourth-inning grab in the Game 7 World Series finale started a 
double play and halted a Kansas City rally before it began. 


Another helping of praise must be reserved for Tavis Ishikawa, whose 
ninth-inning homer ended the Giants’ victorious Game 5 effort in the 
National League Championship Series and sent them to the World Seri 


But the Giants’ ultimate hero was Madison Bumgarner, who led 
them to the title almost singlehandedly, He established possibly 
insurmountable records by amassing 52 2/3 postseason innings and 
trimming his World Series ERA to 0.25 in 36 innings. Giants reliever 
Javier Lopez said that Tim Hudson, the veteran right-hander who 
joined San Francisco as a free agent before the 'I4 season, solidified 
Bumgarner's development as a big-game pitcher. Said Lopez, "They 
spent a lot of time together. Madison knew he was good, but Huddy 
helped focus him on being great. Madison took the next step in his 
dominance. We all fed off that.” 


Regarding Bumgamer from a technical standpoint, Vogelsong 
noticed that the unflappable left-hander particularly mastered his 
curveball. “It broke straight down and made his other pitches better,” 
Vogelsong said, 


Bumgamer captured the imagination of fans around the country with 

ame 7 performance at Kansas City. Working on two days rest after 
he delivered a complete-game, four-hit shutout in Game 5, Bumgarner 
ignored advancing fatigue and blanked the Royals through the final 
five innings to seal the Giants’ decisive triumph 


"Til never forget the gasp that came from the crowd when the bullpen 
door opened and he walked through it," Vogelsong said. "It was like, 
‘Oh, no, this guy? He's pitching again?'* That game, combined with 
Bumgamer’s three shutouts in the 2014 postseason, stamped his 
image as a rare, buck-stops-here breed of athlete who flipped pitches 
homeward with seemingly minimal effort and maximum effectiveness. 
He remained truett his style and his sport. He became a symbol forthe 
legions who believe that if you want a job done properly, do it ourself. 
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We were just trying to fight our way 
into the postseason because we knew 
what we had to do once we got there.

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“He didn't change his repertoire. He didn't change his mentality. He 
didn't change who he was," Vogelsong said. 


The Giants maintained similar steadiness through the season's early 
weeks, An early-season surge enabled them to jump to a 10-game lead 
over Los Angeles in the National League West standings through June 8 
with a major-league best 43-21 record. Buster Posey was on pace for a 
20-homer, 90-RBI season. Right fielder Hunter Pence was batting close 
to 300, Michael Morse showed the power that the Giants expected from 
him when they signed him as a free agent in the off-season. 


The pitching staff looked airtight. The "Core Four" relievers — Lopez, 
Santiago Casilla, Jeremy Affeldt and Sergio Romo — were as solid as 
ever. George Kontos and Jean Machi added bullpen depth. The starting 
fotation wasn't as commanding as it had been in recent years. But it 
remained competent. Bumgamer raced to an 8-3 start while Hudson 
‘won seven of his first nine decisions, 


As the season progressed, the Giants regressed. Not only did they 
drop nine of 10 games following their prodigious start, but they also 
absorbed four consecutive defeats against Cincinnati to end June. The 
Giants’ 2-0 loss at San Diego on July 4 knocked them out of the NL West 
lead for the first time since April 23. The Dodgers climbed atop the 
division standings on July 27 and held onto first place for the rest of the 
season. The Giants were forced to content themselves with a wild card 
postseason berth, Yet manager Bruce Bochy's club always conducted 
itself lke a winner 


Ishikawa remembered a fiery team meeting that Pence led in late July."! 
‘was so amped up to be part of that group," he said, 


"We knew we had the kind of team that was going to hang in there,” 
Vogelsong said. "We were just trying to fight our way into the postseason 
because we knew what we had to do once we got there.” 


That included Bochy. "Making the right moves are always going to be his 
trademark. But he had so much calmness as well,” Lopez said. 


Remaining calm might have seemed beyond the Giants’ reach as 
they approached the wild card playoff game at Pittsburgh. A crowd of 
40,629, many of whom were clad in matching black T-shirts, packed 
PNC Park and roared in anticipation of a Pirates victory. The Pirates 
indeed seemed poised to excel, having won 17 of their last 23 regular 
season games. 


The audience was hushed by Giants dominance. Brandon Crawford 
belted the first grand slam by a shortstop in postseason history, to back 
Bumgarner's four-hit,10-strikeout effort in an 8-0 Giants decision, 


Right-hander Jake Peavy, obtained from Boston for right-hander Heath 
Hembree and left-hander Edwin Escobar on July 26, continued to prove 
his value to the Giants as the Division Series opened at Washington. 
Peavy, who won six of his last seven regular-decisions with San 
Francisco, lasted 5 2/3 scoreless innings in a 3-2 Giants triumph. 


The 33-year-old Peavy fit the profile of a classic late-season pickup: 
‘An accomplished veteran who could lead by example or by directing 
a few well-chosen words toward teammates. Another pair of additions, 
infielders Joe Panik and Matt Duffy, brought different assets: Being 
rookies, they provided energy that bolstered the Giants down the 
stretch and helped sustain them in the postseason. Panik hit .305 in 73 
regular-season games and solidified second base, which had been a 
problem area for the Giants through the season's first half. Duffy batted 
.267 in 34 games while third baseman Pablo Sandoval nursed elbow 
and hand injuries. 


"Panik was a great kid, Lopez said. "He believed in his approach and was 
a confident hitter to set the table through the middle of the order. Duffy, 
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too, He had limited opportunities to play, but when he did, he was another confident 
kid with the stick, Their defense was always needed. In fact, Panik proved essential 
to San Francisco's Game 1 win by driving in a run and scoring another. 


The next game was nothing short of a classic, though the layers of playoffs that 
have been added to the postseason overload one's memory banks. Yet it can fairly 
be said that everybody who witnessed the Giants’ 2-1, 18-inning conquest over 
the Nationals in Game 2 of the Division Series should forever remember that they 
witnessed a confrontation like few others. 


The contest required six hours and 23 minutes to complete, making it the major 
league's longest postseason game ever, both in terms of innings and duration. 
Belt's drive off Tanner Roark into the second deck in right field set up the Giants’ 
loth consecutive postseason triumph, dating back to the 2012 National League 
Championship Series, But it was generally agreed that the Giants’ true standout 
performer was right-hander Yusmeiro Petit, who yielded one hit in six shutout 
innings while becoming the seventh pitcher in postseason history to throw 
that many innings in a single relief appearance. "We don't go anywhere without 
Yusmeito,” Lopez said. "He was the constant on the pitching staff. Starter, reliever, 
itdidn't matter.” 


Aninth-inning offensive flury from the Giants gave Petit his chance at glory. With 
two outs, nobody on base and Washington leading, 1-0, Panik coaxed a walk from 
Nationals starter Jordan Zimmerman, Buster Posey singled off Nats closer Drew 
Storen before Pablo Sandoval doubled home Panik. 


The Giants ousted the Nats from the postseason despite Bumgarner's 3-2 loss 
in Game 3, Up next in the National League Championship Series was St. Louis, 
which San Francisco overwhelmed in the 2012 NLCS by finishing the best-of-seven 
showdown with three consecutive elimination-game wins. 
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Clinging to San Francisco's roster was Ishikawa, a rare and lucky baseball 
vagabond. The first baseman was drafted and developed by the Giants and won a 
World Series ring with them in 2010 before finding himself on the move. From 2012 
through the start of 2014, he played for the Brewers, Orioles, Yankees, and Pirates 
before rejoining San Francisco in late 2014, 


Injuries to key outfielders forced Giants manager Bruce Bochy to use Ishikawa in 
left field instead of his customary first base, Bochy reasoned that Ishikawa was 
a good enough athlete to handle the position without embarrassing himself 
Nevertheless, Ishikawa recalled, I don't think | was comfortable for one inning out 
there." In fact, Bochy protected leads by routinely replacing Ishikawa in the late 
innings with San Francisco tied or ahead and installing a superior defender, such 
as Juan Perez. And with the Giants leading St. Lous in the series, 3-1, Bochy felt 
no compulsion to implement any unusual strategy. But he believed that Ishikawa 
deserved a chance to take his cuts with two on, nobody out and the score tied in 
the ninth inning of Game 5, 3-3. 


Ishikawa thus remained in the game to face right-hander Michael Wacha. Bochy 
looked pretty damed smart when Ishikawa connected with Wacha's 2-0 delivery 
and drilled it into the right-field stands. "| saw out of (Wacha's) hand that it was 
going to be right where | wanted, Ishikawa said, The final score: San Francisco 
6, St. Louis 3, Just like Thomson, Ishikawa put the Giants in the World Series 
with one swing. 


It marked the only time during the postseason that Bochy left in Ishikawa to hit that 
late in the game with the Giants tied or ahead. "I think he's a wizard, He can see the 
future,” Ishikawa said. 


Asa result, the Giants can forever relish their past.

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GIANT 
HOMECOMING

Bob Melvin finds part of his resumé alittle hard to swallow. It says that 36 
years after he last caught a game for the Giants as part of a 10-year Major 
League career, he returned to San Francisco to manage in 2024 having 
skippered four Major League teams for a combined 20 seasons, 1! in Oakland. 


“ttis a big number and it's kind of hard to digest,” Melvin said. Asked for the 
secret to his longevity as manager, literally a generation in the common 
definition of the term, he said, “'m good at dodging bullets” More seriously, 
he added, “'m very fortunate, How many people get to manage five different 
teams? It doesn't happen!” 


Even rarer is the opportunity to manage more than half of one’s games 

at home, Melvin helmed the A's to three division titles and reached six 
postseasons. He won two of his three Manager of the Year awards in Oakland 
after winning his first for leading the 2007 Arizona Diamondbacks to the 
National League Championship Series. 


‘The Bob Melvin story is a true Bay Area story. Born and raised in Palo Alto, he 
played baseball, golf and basketball (his true passion) at Menlo-Atherton High 
before accepting a baseball scholarship at Cal, where he helped the Golden 
Bears to a third-place finish in the 1980 College World Series. Less than a year 
after transferring to Cafiada College in Redwood City, to ensure more playing 
time and allow for a quicker path to pro ball, the Detroit Tigers selected him in 
the January phase of the 1981 draft. 


Melvin’s hiring as Giants manager last October marked his third homecoming. 
The first came in 1986 when the Tigers traded him to San Francisco, where he 


played for three years before being dealt to Baltimore, The second came in 
2011 when he was working in the Diamondbacks front office and the A's hired 
him to manage midseason. 


Melvin makes no bones about the meaning of this homecoming. Although he 
could never say it when he managed in Oakland, the Giants were his team 
growing up. He and his pals would stalk Willie Mays’ house waiting to catch 

a glimpse of No. 24 arriving home in his pink Cadillac. Melvin's family had 
season tickets at Candlestick Park in the owners’ section and counted pitcher 
Mike McCormick as a family friend, Through those connections Melvin visited 
the Giants clubhouse long before he owned a locker there. 


Melvin had hoped to complete a three-year deal managing the San 

Diego Padres, but 2023 was a tempestuous season in San Diego with an 
underachieving team and a well-publicized rift with his boss, A. Preller, 
When the Giants fired manager Gabe Kapler last winter and sought the 
Padres’ permission to interview Melvin, Preller did not throw up a stop sign, 


At 62, Melvin was wanted for a dream job managing the Giants. Signing on 
was nota tough choice. 


“He knows he's not going to manage forever,’ said former Giants third 
baseman and now third-base coach Matt Williams, who played with Melvin 
in the 1980s, played for him when Melvin managed the Diamondbacks and 
has coached under Melvin in San Diego and now San Francisco. “When an 
opportunity like this presented itself, albeit under strenuous circumstances, 
he wanted to take advantage of that.

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“He speaks about tradition,” Williams said. "He speaks about all of the 
folks who came before, whether it’s him or me or anybody else who's 
played in the organization. Tradition is really important for him. It's home. 
It's comfortable for him.’ 


Melvin donned his No. 6 Giants jersey at a similarly tempestuous junction 
for this franchise, which had one winning record and playoff appearance 
in its past seven seasons, the 2021 squad under Kapler that won a 
franchise-record 107 games. Moreover, less than a decade after the team 
Won its third World Series championship in five seasons, the team and 
San Francisco itself supposedly had built a reputation as undesirable 
destinations for free agents because of struggles both on the field and 
within the city. 


Melvin's Bay Area roots allowed him to look past the hardships for a team 
that was founded 141 years ago. 


“When | come in here and put this uniform on, | feel fm standing on a 
foundation that is way bigger than me and inspires me," Melvin said. “ 
want our guys to know what this organization is all about. You're going to 
go through ups and downs, but this is still a signature organization in all 
of sports, not just baseball” 


Giants President of Baseball Operations Farhan Zaidi intuitively felt 
Melvin was the best candidate to turn this “down into an “up” The men 
had worked together at @ pivotal moment for both the sport and Melvin's 
evolution as a manager, the full-steam-ahead move into analytics. 


When the As hired Melvin in 2011, then-General Manager Billy Beane 
assigned Zaidi, an MIT graduate and UC-Berkeley PhD recipient, to be the 
front office's liaison to the new manager. Zaidi met with Melvin almost 
every day, at home and on the road, and inured Melvin to the modern 
partnership between the manager and executive suite, which included a 
healthy dose of analytics. 


‘What managers once disdainfully viewed as front-office meddling was 
becoming the norm, and it was not an easy transition for Melvin, whose 
mentors in baseball had been as old-school as old-school gets. He played 
for traditional managers such as Sparky Anderson, Frank Robinson and 
Roger Craig. Another mentor, Phil Garner, was cut from the same cloth. 


“it was different when | got to Oakland,’ Melvin said. “! had to learn it and 
embrace it because | knew that was the way | needed to manage with the 
roster construction we had to have a chance to win." 


Itwas not easy on Zaidi either. 


“Obviously, Bob has a great reputation in the game" Zaidi said. "He's a 
great communicator. For us there's a mutual respect, but it took a while 
for us to get a level of comfort with each other because we were getting 
to know each other in pretty important roles.” 


By the time Zaidi hired his former Oakland colleague to manage the 
Giants, Melvin had years earlier bridged his universally recognized 
strength asa leader - the ability to relate to players on a human level -~ 
with the openness to embrace the data on which modern teams now rely. 
‘As Williams put it, Melvin “can go to analytics if he wants to, but he can 
also put his arm around a player and speak to the heart” 


The evidence of that success lay in Melvin lasting a decade as manager 
of the “Moneyball” team, his tenure ending only when the Padres hired 
him away before the 2022 season. 


“I'm impressed by how bright he is and how intellectually curious he is,’ 
Beane said. "He combines that with the one thing a manager needs to be. 
He's a baseball rat. | found that dynamic is what made him unique and 
continues to make him unique” 


Melvin also appreciates the uniqueness of enjoying three Bay Area 
homecomings. His first was from 1986-88, when he caught for three 
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seasons in San Francisco after his acquisition from Detroit. The timing 
allowed him to experience the playofts at Candlestick from the field when 
the Giants won the National League West in 1987 and lost to the St. Louis 
Cardinals in a seven-game NLCS. 


Melvin admitted that playing in front of more than 60,000 fans at home was 
overwhelming at times, particularly fora still-young man of 25 who always 
had issues leaving his losses at the field before going home. 


“You have to put that stuff away," Melvin said. “That was the hardest part for 
me and probably why it was best that | moved on from the Giants, because 
the lows were really low, and here | am at home and all my friends were 
watching me” 


The A's job was Melvin’s second homecoming. As he begins his third managing 
the Giants, he is naturally more worldly. He has had mountains of successes, 
including a World Series championship as Arizona's bench coach in 2001 and 
multiple clubhouse celebrations in Oakland, and several failures as well. In eight 
postseason trips as a manager, Melvin has yet to reach the World Series. 


His challenge coming to San Francisco was breaking that oh-for with 
a Giants team that was universally regarded as behind the Dodgers, 
Padres and defending NL-champion Diamondbacks in the race toward 
division supremacy. 


He accepted the challenge long before the Giants went on a winter spending 
spree that netted key players such as center fielder Jung Hoo Lee, pitchers

Blake Snell and Jordan Hicks, third baseman Matt Chapman and 
designated hitter Jorge Soler. 


Even with major additions, few expect the Giants to make the leap from a 
79-83 finish in 2023 to a World Series in 2024. Melvin's quick retort is the 
Diamondbacks, who fared even worse in 2022 (74-88) before winning a Wild 
Card last year and falling three wins short of a World Series title. 


“rm always going to say we're good enough to win, good enough to get to the 
postseason, because the talent in the big-leagues is very close,” Melvin said. 
“it's how you play together as a team, how you support each other, and your 
execution. If you do all those things, the results can be very powerful’ 
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The four arms that shut down 
opponents en route to three World 
Series titles will be memorialized 

in the Giants Wall of Fame. 


Giants pitcher Sergio Romo exuded confidence every time he stepped on the 
mound, He stared down hitters in do-or-die situations as if he had ice in his 
veins. But inside, he was a ball of nerves, He would find solace only when 
he glanced into the Giants dugout and locked eyes with his bullpen mates 
Jeremy Affeldt, Javier Lopez and Santiago Casilla. 


[just needed to see their faces,’ Romo said. 


To Romo, those three guys were more than just teammates, they were his 
brothers, Their close-knit relationship was a key to their success as one of 
the most effective bullpens in Major League Baseball as they led the Giants 
to three World Series titles in five years. 


So, it comes as no surprise that the so-called “Core Four” will be recognized 
for their accomplishments when they join 56 Giants greats on the Wall of 
Fame at Oracle Park on July 13. 


Affeldt said he was honored when Giants President and CEO Larry Baer 
called to share the news about his induction into the Wall. But he had one 
very important question: Were his three ‘pen mates also being inducted? 
Afeldt cried when he heard the answer was ‘yes! 


“When he said that we're all going in, to me, that means he understood 
how we value each other, how the team valued us and what our role was 
in getting a win. | think that's why | got a bit emotional,’ Affeldt said. “It was 
super awesome to know that the team really understood the Core Four” 


The foursome became a core on Aug. 1, 2010, when Lopez joined the Giants 
via a trade with Pittsburgh. They quickly became powerful weapons in 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy's arsenal, None of the men possessed blazing 
speed, but instead offered four unique styles and velocities, allowing Bochy 
to attack hitters with pinpoint precision, Lefty Affeldt's high three-quarter 
arm release and his sinker-curveball combo kept hitters guessing. Lefty 
specialist Lopez's sidearm punched out left-handed batters. Romo's slow- 
moving funky slider from the other side of the mound tied batters into knots. 
The most “normal” of the lot, righty Casilla, commanded five pitches. 


“Each one of them brought something different to the table” said Giants 
catcher Buster Posey, who caught all four hurlers throughout their run, “The 
opposing lineups were constantly getting different looks and they could 
never really settle into a rhythm with those four guys” 


Their workhorse durability and reliability during the season helped propel 
the Giants into the postseason in 2010, 2012 and 2014. During that time, they 
logged 1,048.2 innings and saved 149 games. 


“They took the ball, they were physically gifted to withstand the rigors of 
the position. They were tough, the bigger the situation, the better they got” 
said Giants broadcaster Mike Krukow. “They were smart - whatever the 
situation dictated, they could al pitch for groundballs, they could all pitch for 
strikeouts, they could all get out righties, they could all get out lefties. That 
made them rare. If you could get one guy like that, it’s a plus. But we had four” 


“They were a really, really unique group that was so fun 
to be around.” 
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“They were three very influential people not only in 
my career, but in my life. Those guys were some of the 
most honest teammates I’ve ever had.” 


Their prowess shone even more under the spotlight of the postseason. 
The foursome are the top four Giants all-time leaders in postseason game 
appearances, with Romo leading the pack with 27, followed by Affelat with 26, 
and then Lopez and Casilla, each with 25. Casilla and Romo also have the third 
most postseason saves with foureach. Ina statement announcing the Core Four's 
upcoming induction into the Wall of Fame, the Giants described themas oneofthe 
greatest bullpens in playoff history who defined the Giants’ championship era." 


Highlights from the Core Four could fill several reels, but a few of the most 
memorable include; 


+ Affeldt throwing two scoreless innings in Game 6 of the 2010 National 
League Championship Series against the Philadelphia Phillies to help 
clinch the series and advance to the World Series. Lopez contributed an 
inning of shutout ball and ended up getting the win. 


Lopez tying the Reds’ Joey Votto into knots during 2012 National League 
Division Series. "“loey jumped in the air and then swung all at the same 
time. | think he was jumping back but then realized it was a strike and 
decided to swing’ Afeldt said, “avy made a really good hitter look lke 
he has no idea how to play the game.” 


Romo striking out Detroit's Miguel Cabrera looking in the 10th inning 
to seal the 2012 World Series title, He collected three saves in the four- 
game sweep of the Tigers. 


Casilla retiring all three hitters in the 9th inning to earn the save in Game 
1 of the 2014 National League Division Series against the Nationals. He 
would do it again, retiring the final four hitters for the save in Game 4 
of the 2014 National League Championship Series against the Cardinals, 


+ Affeldt tossing 2 1/3 shutout innings in Game 7 of the 2014 World Series 
against the Kansas City Royals - the team that drafted him - to earn the 
win and the ttle. 


“Their contribution to the world championships and the winning success 
during those five years together is incomparable, nat justin Giants history, but 
perhaps even Major League history’ said Krukow. “They formed a legendary 
dynamic that we've never seen before? 


In this day and age, to have four key relief pitchers at the top of their 
games together on three championship teams is practically unheard of. 
Their longevity as a group not only provided stability on the mound, but 
also nurtured a special bond among the four men. Their pitching styles 
complemented each other and so did their personalities. Lopez's intellect. 
‘Affeldt's goofiness, Romo's youthful exuberance. Casilla's calmness. It was 
this synergy that brought out the best in each of them. 


“We calmed each other down, picked each other up, talked to each other, read 
each other. We could read if quy was going to have a good day’ Afleldt sai. 
"1 know that there were days when I was out there, and Jav probably said to 
Romo, We better start stretching because we might have to help him out” 


Romo says he's grateful to have had Affeldt, Lopez and Casilla in his life, 
especially early in his career when he was stil finding his way asa big league 
ballplayer. As the elder statesman, Lopez took on the big brother role to the 
“kid” Romo, who was then in just his third season in the big leagues. Lopez 
said he endeavored to harness and direct the brash youngster's entergy and 
“keep him going north and his sails pointed in the right direction” Romo 
appreciated the tough love, recalling the time that Lopez questioned him 
about his timeliness to practice, his adherence to the team's dress code, and 
his after-hours socializing. He took Lopez's admonishments to heart.

“(Lopez) was the first person to ask me, Is this really who you are and who you 
want to be?” Romo said, “They were three very influential people not only in my 
career, but in my life.

Romo knew that his ‘pen mates had his back, which motivated him to work hard 
to meet their expectations, He didn’t want to let them down, 


“We had different personalities, different styles of pitching, different mentalities. 
Yet, we were unified, a true brotherhood; said Romo. 


‘And even though the foursome often ribbed each other about who appeared 
in the most games, or had the best strikeout-to-walk ratio, there was a level of 
selflessness that transcended any individual personal goal. Each of the four 
willingly did whatever Bochy asked of them, stepping in where needed, whether 
that meant closing, pitching to the heart of the order, or throwing several innings 
of to just one batter. 


“No one was selfish enough to put themselves above the other. When you find 
selflessness, you find a winning team. These guys sacrificed ego for the team” 
said Giants pitching coach Mark Gardner, “They never once balked at anything 
that Boch wanted to do” 


The Core Four's positive influence went beyond the bullpen, They brought 
leadership and life to rest of the clubhouse. 


“Tavy Lopez was the greatest communicator. He was able to pinpoint things 
that were out of whack with anyone, He held people to a certain standard of 
professionalism; said Giants outfielder Hunter Pence. “Jeremy Affeldt was mentally 
strong and not afraid to call something out and have tough conversations, Sergio 
Romo was the hyper creative, but one of the biggest competitors in the game 
of baseball. Santiago Casilla brought crazy professionalism and constant energy. 
They were a really, really unique group that was so fun to be around: 


The Core Four dismantled after the 2015 season, with Affeldt being the first to 
retire, followed a year later by Lopez who joined the Giants broadcast booth. In 
2017, Romo signed with the Dodgers and Casilla with the A's, Romo eventually 
retired as a Giant in March 2023. And though they've gone their separate ways, 
the foursome will be forever memorialized on the wall of Oracle Park. 


“To be on the Wall for as long as that stadium is standing is going to be a 
special moment” said Lopez. “When | think about what we accomplished, it was 
just so special”

historic places like Rickwood are living things, that they retain not 
just their history but their ancient sounds, Freight trains rumbling 
beyond the right-field fence. Hoots of a sellout crowd, Decades of 
dugout chatter from Satchel Paige and Babe Ruth, Cool Papa Bell 
and Birmingham Black Barons. The celebrations of Juneteenth, 


The spirit of those long-ago players and fans is still very much alive 
in the soil and rafters of Rickwood.

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“This opportunity to pay tribute to the Negro Leagues as the Giants and Cardinals play a regular 
season game at this iconic location is a great honor. The legacy of the Negro Leagues and its 
greatest living player, Willie Mays, is one of excellence and perseverance, We look forward to 
sharing the stories of the Negro Leagues throughout this event? 


Rickwood Field is where the past meets the present, where the history of the Negro Leagues 
continues to impact who we are today. Those men and women instrumental in leading the way 
for breaking down racial barriers, advancing civil rights and fostering a culture of innovation and 
community pride that would help change America. 


Underscoring the “past and the present” theme, the Giants will wear throwback 1946 San Francisco 
Sea Lions uniforms. You'll notice there is no Sea Lion on the vintage jerseys. There is a bear cub. 
Why? The Sea Lions team couldn't afford new uniforms, so they bought jerseys previously used by 
the semi-pro San Francisco Cubs. 


The regular-season game at Rickwood will pay tribute to the Negro Leagues and to baseball's 
greatest living player: Hall of Famer, Giants legend, Birmingham native and Birmingham Black 
Barons star Willie Mays. 


“Preserving the legacy of the Negro Leagues is vital to growing baseball diversity and popularity; 
said MLBPA Executive Director Tony Clark. "Willie Mays, ike so many other Negro Leaguers, broke 
down barriers and paved the way for those of us who dreamt of playing baseball at the highest 
level. This event helps to link the past, present and future and helps further the cause of attracting 
a new generation of players to our game.” 


“This to me will be one of the most seminal moments in time as it relates to milestones in Negro. 
League history’ Kendrick said. “Willie Mays is an extremely important figure in this story because 
he's stil one of the few crossovers - quys who played in both the Negro Leagues and MLB’ 


Mays’ childhood home was just up the road from Rickwood, not far from Fairfield Industrial High 
School where Mays starred as quarterback of the football team and a top scorer in basketball. But 
those sports were dalliances, Willie's heart belonged to baseball. 


When Jackie Robinson broke Major League Baseball's color barrier in 1947, Mays was a 15-year-old 
Alabama phenom who dreamed of playing for the Black Barons, a team that dated back to 1921, 


“I thought [the Black Barons] would be the highest level I'd reach (in baseball),’ Mays told 24 author 
John Shea, “My dad used to take me to the games, so Rickwood Field meant a lot to me.’ 


In 1948, at age 17 and in high school, Mays signed a $250-a-month contract with his beloved Black 
Barons. The young centerfielder competed against men older and more seasoned than he was, but 
rio matter. With his speed, athleticism and mind-boggling range, Mays covered the vast expanse of 
Rickwood's outfield like no other player in Black Barons history. 


The Negro Leagues were still flourishing then. Banned from playing on white teams, Black players 
and businessmen created their own organized leagues. These new leagues opened up a wide 
variety of professional jobs in baseball - managers, coaches, support staff, journalists and team 
owners. They sparked innovation, 


Black women became baseball owners. Other women, like Oakland's Toni Stone, became famous 
baliplayers in the Negro Leagues, earning good money and making names for themselves. In 
1927, touring team of Negro Leaguers - the Philadelphia Royal Giants — introduced professional 
baseball to the Japanese, years before Babe Ruth and his all-stars stepped foot in the country. 


The Negro Leagues were also the first to erect portable light towers for night games, five years 
before Major League Baseball did so. They introduced batting helmets and shin guards for 
catchers, and honed the art of drag bunts and stolen bases. They played with flamboyance: 
stealing bases, slapping hit-and-runs, nailing double-plays with behind-the-back throws, 


“if you watch footage of Jackie Robinson from the 40s and the early ‘50s, he had a lot of flash and 
pizzazz," said Sam Pollard, filmmaker of the recent dacumentary, The League. "You can see it follow 
up with other players who came along, people like Maury Wills, Willie Mays, Rickey Henderson. 
They brought a different kind of style. Energetic, punchier, aggressive — a kind of baseball which 
Major League Baseball is trying to bring back” 


During WWII, the Negro Leagues were among the most lucrative Black-owned businesses in the 
United States. The players’ skills and passion for the game drew customers, boosted revenue in 
local communities and fostered unprecedented social and economic progress. 


Fans in Birmingham streamed into Rickwood Field when the “BLACK BARONS TODAY" sign 
beckoned. There were church ladies, factory workers, teachers and vicars. There were glamorous 
celebrities like Lena Hore, Lionel Hampton and Count Basie. “Wherever you had successful Black 
baseball)’ Kendrick said, “you also had thriving Black economies’’

By 1950, however, the Negro Leagues were collapsing, The Major League color 
barrier had fallen by then, But as much as integration boosted the opportunities for 
Black players, it also, ironically led to the demise of the Negro Leagues. The Black 
Barons could no longer draw crowds. Rickwood was no longer a gathering place for 
Black communities. 


“I don't think we realized what we were losing when we lost the Negro Leagues” 
Kendrick said, “We asked for integration, What we wanted was equality” 


It was no surprise that Mays emerged as a superstar in his three seasons with 
Black Barons and, in 1950, was snapped up by the New York Giants. Mays endured 
harassment from white fans and players wherever he went, yet he stil skyrocketed 
through the Giants’ farm system, and into a major league uniform with “24” on his 
back. The number 24 is baseball. The name Willie Mays has been and always will be 
is the embodiment of excellence. No player in Giants history, and many would say 
baseball history, had the impact of Wille Mays. 


Mays is now 93 years old. He is thrilled about watching the Giants-St. Louis game in 
June at Rickwood Field. 


“I can't believe it” Mays said. I never thought Id see in my lifetime a Major League 
Baseball game being played on the very field where | played baseball as a teenager, 


“ithas been 75 years since | played for the Birmingham Black Barons at Rickwood 
Field, and to learn that my Giants and the Cardinals will play a game there, and 
honor the legacy of the Negro Leagues and all those who came before them, is 
really emotional for me. We can't forget what got us here, and that was the Negro 
Leagues for so many of us”

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LARRY BAER 
PRESIDENT & CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 


A fourth generation San Franciscan, Larry Baer has gained a national reputation as one of professional sports’ leading 
visionaries. Baer joined the team in 1992 as the Executive Vice President after he and Peter Magowan led the effort to 
assemble a new ownership group that kept the Giants in San Francisco. A limited partner and board member of the 
‘ownership group, Baer was named CEO on January 1, 2012. n his frst year as president and CEO, the Giants won their 
second World Series Championship in three years. In 2014, the Giants won their third World Series title in five years. In 
2021, the Giants won an all-time franchise record 107 games and the National League West ttle. 


Baer is responsible for the overall day-to-day operations of the organization. Under his direction the Giants developed 
and constructed Oracle Park — the first privately financed Major League ballpark, Since opening in 2000, Oracle Park has 
been widely praised as one of the "best ballparks ever built” In 2008, Oracle Park was named Sports Business Journals 
Sports Facility ofthe Year, and in 2011 the Giants received Sports Business Journal's Professional Sports Organization of 
the Year award. The Giants enjoyed a National League home record sellout streak of 530 games spanning six seasons 
from 2011 ~ 2016. 


Baer also serves as a key strategist and negotiator of the club's major transactions. This includes the Barry Bonds signing 
in November 1992, the naming rights agreement with AT&T (then Pacific Bell) in 1996, the naming rights agreement with 

Oracle in 2019 and other strategic partnerships. He led the effort to host the 2007 All-Star Game in San Francisco and was 
the driving force behind the Giants partnership with Comcast to create the NBC Sports Bay Area regional sports network, 


Baer serves as Chairman and CEO of Giants Development Services overseeing Mission Rock - the new, mixed-use urban 
neighborhood located on a 28-acre site across McCovey Cove from Oracle Park. At full completion, Mission Rock will 
include parks and open space, residential units, office space (including the global headquarters of Visa, Inc,), retail, 
restaurants and a parking structure, 


In 2021, Baer helped launch and was named Co-Chair of “Advance SF*—a coalition of San Francisca CEO's and business 
leaders committed to building a vibrant city that works forall. In January 2022, Baer joined the Advisory Board of the 
American Journalism Project, based in New York City 


Baer has served on numerous Major League Baseball boards including chairing the Strategic Planning Committee, the 
Business and Media Board, and the International Committee, He is a member of the Board of Directors of the Bay Area 
Council and NBC Sports Bay Area. Baer also serves on the Bay Area Host Committee, which was instrumental in bringing 
the 2026 FIFA World Cup to the Bay Area. He isa past governing board member ofthe United States Holocaust Memorial 
Council, appointed by President Barack Obama in 2016, 


A graduate of UC Berkeley and Harvard Business School, Baer previously worked in the media industry for Westinghouse 
Broadcasting and CBS, Inc. At CBS, Baer was Special Assistant to Chairman Laurence Tisch. Baer has been the recipient of 
prestigious awards throughout his career with the Giants. In 2010, Baer was named "Person of the Year" by San Francisco 
Boys and Girls Clubs, and in 2012 he was honored as the Harvard Business School's “Alumnus of the Year In 2014, Baer 
was honored by the University of California, Berkeley with its “Excellence in Achievement” award and received the Civic 
Leadership Award from the American Jewish Committee. Baer and his wife, Pam, co-chaired the Campaign to Rebuild San 
Francisco General Hospital, which was completed in 2016

PRESIDENT OF BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


Farhan Zaidi enters his sixth season as the President of Baseball Operations for the Giants, joining the organization on 
November 6, 2018. n his five seasons at the helm, the Giants have posted a collective winning percentage of 527 (373- 
335), which ranks as the fith-highest mark among all National League teams behind the Dodgers (1658), Braves (601), 
Brewers ('552) and Cardinals (531), 


During the 2023 season, Giants’ rookies played a key role with 12 players making their debuts, including top prospects 
C Patrick Bailey, LHP Kyle Harrison and IF Marco Luciano, Eight ofthe 12 Rookies were acquired or drafted under Zaid's 
leadership. Bailey was one of the best defensive catchers in the league and was named a Gold Glove finalist. 


In 2022, the Giants finished at 81-81 and were in playoff contention until the final weekend of the season, OF Joc Pederson 
‘and LHP Carlos Rodon, two of Zaidi's major acquisitions in the offseason, had All-Star campaigns and IF Thairo Estrada, 
acquired from the Yankees, had a breakout season. 


In 2021, the team clinched the NL West and the top record in Major League Baseball, finishing the year with a 107-55 
record, the best regular season in franchise history - spanning 139 regular seasons of play - surpassing the 1904 New York 
Giants (106-47). Following the season, Zaidi was named MLB's 2021 Executive ofthe Year along with being named the 
MLB Executive ofthe Year by Baseball America. The organization also enjoyed success at the minor league level, with the 
Low-A San Jose Giants and the High-A Eugene Emeralds each winning their league championships. 


Prior to joining the Giants, Zaidi spent four years as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ General Manager, joining the club in 
November 2014, Working alongside President of Baseball Operations Andrew Friedman, Zaidi helped pilot the Dodgers to 
four consecutive division titles while advancing to the National League Championship Series from 2016-18, and the World 
Series from 2017-18, The Dodgers posted one of the best seasons in club history in 2017, when the team established a 

Los Angeles record with a MLB-best 104 wins and won the National League pennant, earning recognition from Baseball 
‘America as its Organization ofthe Year. Los Angeles posted the second-best winning percentage in all of baseball (584, 
379-270) during Zaidi four-year stint. 


Zaidi began his career with the Oakland A’, where he spent 10 seasons from 2005-2014, He began as a baseball 
operations analyst before being promoted to Director of Baseball Operations in 2009 and Assistant General Manager/ 
Director of Baseball Operations in 2014, During Zaidis tenure withthe As, the team reached the postseason four times, 
including three straight seasons from 2012-14, 


Before entering baseball, Zaidi served as business development associate for Small World Media, the fantasy sports 
division of The Sporting News, and worked as a management consultant for the Boston Consulting Group, Zaidi earned his 
Bachelor of Science degree in Economics from Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 1998. While at MIT, he was named 
a Burchard Scholar and elected to Phi Beta Kappa. He completed his PhD in Economics from the University of California, 
Berkeley in 2011

Pete Putila enters his second season as the General Manager for the Giants, joining the organization on October 10, 2022. 
Putila is the 10th person to hold the title of General Manager for the Giants since the team moved to San Francisco in 
1958, joining Chub Feeney (1947-1969), Horace Stoneham (1970-1975), Spec Richardson (1976-1981), Tom Haller (1981- 
1985), Al Rosen (1986-1992), Bob Quinn (1993-1996), Brian Sabean (1996-2015), Bobby Evans (2015-2018) and Scott Harris 
(2019-2022). 


Putila joined the Giants in 2022, after having spent the prior 12 seasons with the Houston Astros, most recently as 
Assistant General Manager, where he was involved with all aspects of baseball operations including a focus on amateur 
scouting, international scouting, player development and sports medicine & performance, The Astros combined regular 
season record during his three years as an Assistant GM was 230-154 ('599), the second-best winning percentage of any 
team in the Majors since 2020. The Astros won two World Series Championships and four American League Pennants 
during Putila’s time with the Astros. 


He originally joined the Astros organization in 2011 as a baseball operations intern supporting baseball operations, 

player development, amateur scouting, and pro scouting. He was hired full-time to the position of baseball operations 
assistant in September of 2011 where his duties were expanded to include Major League advance scouting support. In 
2013, he was promoted to baseball operations coordinator where he began working in conjunction with the decision 
sciences department to integrate research insights, decision-aids, and technology into player development processes 
across the Major and minor league levels. He also traveled with the Major League team in 2014 and 2015, conducting 
advance scouting and replay review. In 2015, he was promoted to assistant director of minor league operations where he 
assisted in all aspects of Major and minor league player development and minor league operations. A year later in 2016 
he was promoted to director of player development where he oversaw Major and minor league player development while 
assisting with the integration of scouting research and technology. 


Putila is a graduate of West Virginia University where he received his bachelor's degree in sport management and served 
as the baseball team's student manager.
